BUILDING STATISTICS - TASMANIA, JUNE QUARTER, 1958. 


The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. ALE. 1Ge Stephen) has made available 
the following particulars of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 30th June, 1958, 
together with comparative data for preceding quarterly and annual periods. 


& statement of definitions of terms used will be found on page 9. 


1. NEW HOUSES COMPLETED: During the quarter ended 30th June, 1958, 621 new houses were 
completed compared with 605 in March quarter, 1958 and 685 in 
December quarter, 1957. 


Completions in June quarter in preceding years were: 1955 - 6263 1956 — 7233 
and 1957 - 672. The 621 houses completed during June quarter, 1958 comprised 74 brick, 
concrete etc., 69 brick, concrete, etc., veneers, 451 wood, 2 prefabricated wood and 
25 fibro-cement. 


2. NEW HOUSES COMMENCED: The number of new houses commenced during June quarter, 1958 
was 628, an increase of 72 compared with March quarter, 1958. 


3. NEW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: The number of new houses under construction at 30th 
June, 1958 was 1,949, an increase of 7 compared with 
the 31st March, 1958 figure of 1,942. Corresponding figures as at the 30th June, in 
previous years are as follows: 1955 - 2,536; 1956 — 253053 1957 — 2,137. 


The houses under construction at the 30th June, 1958 comprised: solid brick, 
concrete, etc. 387 (19.9%)3 brick, concrete, etc. veneers: 246 (12. 6% 6)3 wood 1,228 (63.0%); 
and fibro-cement, 88 (4.5%). 


4. NEW BUILDINGS (OTHER THAN HOUSES): The value of new buildings (other than houses) | 


completed during June quarter, 1958 was €1, 683, 000: 
compared with £873,000 in March quarter, “4958 and &1 9255,900 in December quarter, 1957. 


During June quarter, 1958. the value of new huildings (other than houses), 
commenced was £1,827,000 compared with £1,524,000 in March quarter, 1958 and £955,000 in 
December quarter, 1957. : 


5. VALUE OF ALL BUILDINGS: The value of all buildings, including houses, completed in 

Tasmania during June quarter, 1958 was £3,621,000 an increase ' 
of £906,000 compared with March quarter, 1958 and an increase of £186,000 compared with . 
June quarter, 1957. New houses valued at £1,938,000 comprised 53.5 per cent of the total 
value of completions. 


The value of new buildings commenced during June quarter, 1958 was 
£3,706,000 an increase of £498,000 compared. with March quarter, 1958 and £70,000 less 
than June quarter, 1957. 


The value of new huildings under construction at 30th June, 1958 was 
&114946,000.° 


6. VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NEW BUILDINGS: The value of work done on: new buildings during 

June quarter, 1958 was £3,476,000 compared with 
£3,058,000 in 1 March quarter, 1958 and £3,468,000 in June quarter, 1957. Of the June 
gente: 1958 total, £1,964,000 or 56.5% represented work done in respect of houses. 
Hobart and Suburbs accounted for £1,626,000 or 46.8% of the total value, Launceston and 
Suburbs for £677,000 or 19.5% and the rest of the State for £1,173,000 or 33.7%. 


7. PERSONS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS: (See note 5 on page 9). There. were 5,179 persons 

including 1,475 working principals engaged on jobs 
carried out by builders of new buildings at 30th June, 1958. Of these, 2,457 were 
carpenters by trade, 393 bricklayers and 885 builders! labourers. 


Of the 5,179 persons engaged at 30th June, 1958, 4,005 were working on 
private contract jobs, 719 on owner—huilt “jobs and’ 455 on Government Day Labour projects. 
The returns indicated that 2,329 were working on new houses, 1,745 on other new buildings, 
269 on alterations and additions to houses, 514 on alterations and additions to other 
buildings and 322 on repair and maintenance work.

They include working principals, employees, men 
working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of weathers 
In additior, thoy include some employees engaged on alterations, additions, renovations 
or repairs 40 buildings when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor who builds new 
buildings. The figures include estimates for persons working on owner—built houses.
